Backgromid Art 

Various kinds of packages for accommodating 
batteries and otber daily necessaries are commercially 
available. U.S. Patent No.5,460,322 discloses a dispensing 
container coinprisingi a case sxiitable for accommodating 
therein a plxxrality of products; an opening provided on an 
upper part of the case; a lid for closing the opening; and a 
tear-out flap for forming an extracting outlet provided on the 
sidewaJLl adjacent its bottom end. In the field of batteries, 
widely used are so-called shrihk-packages or blister-packages 
in which two or four batteries are wrapped by means of heat- 
shrinkable resin tubes. When such packages for accommodating 
articles are displayed, being sLLigned on a showcase at a 
storefront or suspended, customers can visually confirm with 
ease types , grades or brand names of contents , and the 
packages for accommodating articles are also conveniently 
portable . 
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
